AUSTIN, Aug. 8— W5—The state 
tax rate for the current year has 
been fixed at 77 cents on the $100 
taxable value, the constitutional 
limit. 


The new rate is eight cents 
more than the 69 cents levied 
for last year. 


The levy was allotted 35 cents 
to the general fund, 35 cents to 
the school fund and seven cents 
to the Confederate pension fund. 


The state board of education 


recently fixed the scholastic ap- 
portionment at $16 per capita. 
There are deficits of more than 
$5,000,000 in thn general fund and 
more than $3,000,000 in the Con- 
federate pension fund. 


The tax was fixed by the auto- 
matic tax board comprised of the 
governor, treasurer 
and 
comp- 


troller. It was based on compil- 
ations of the comptroller show- 
Ing likely receipts and necessary 
expenditures, 


Taxable values aggregated 
$3,- 


177,206,000, a decrease of 20 per 
cent under last year's total. A big 
part of the shrinkage was attri- 
buted to the exemption of $3,000 
allowed homesteads.

$325,293,401,

Then followed what has often been 
described as the most idyllic scene 
In-all literature. 
Woman's Love for Women 
With tears and repeated kisses, 


Orpah turned back. 
But Ruth 


cried, in deathless words, "Entreat 
me not 'to leave thee, and to re- 
turn-from following after thee; 
for whither thou goest, I will go; 
where thou lodgest, I will lodge; 
thy people shall be my people, 
and thy God my God." • 
.That Is a sublime passage- to 
call to mind when reading cynical 
aind sophisticated comments upon 
woman's supposed' lack of loyalty 
to women. There is abundant evi- 
dence, in history and in contem- 
porary life, of the devoted love of 
woman for woman; and of fidel- 
ity-that withstands all tests. They 
slander the sex who say. that wo- 
men are untrue to one another.

OPERATING IN RED DESPITE 
BUDGET BALANCING ATTEMPTS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.-W- 
The government's first month of 
operation under President Roose- 
velt's new fiscal plan resulted in 
a deficit In ordinary expenditures 
of $32,404,398, with total receipts 
of $163,213,570 and total expendi- 
tures of $195,617,968. 
Emergency 
expenditures, how- 
ever, amounted to $75,352,744, mak- 
ing the total deficit at the end 
of the month $107,757,140. 
The

The chief increase In the gov- 
ernment's income for the month, 
was shown in the miscellaneous 


Internal revenue which brought in 
$113,079,673 In July as compared 
with $42,463,659 in the same month 
a year ago. The Increase reflect- 
ed the additional levies In 
the 
billion dollar tax bill and the beer 
taxes arid 
license 
fees, 


Income taxes fell 
off compar- 
ed with a year ago bringing in 
$12,903,428 as compared with $16,- 
710,866 
while 
customs 
duties 


brought in $25,081,244 as compar- 
ed with $18,876,483 in July, 1932, 
the smallest total in any recent 
year. The processing tax on wheat 
products returned $186,368 while 
miscellaneous items made up the 
remainder.

near Norman, he said. 


Urschel would not discuss the

Seellgson, 


friend of tho Urschel family and 
chief, Intermediary, said definitely 
a ransom had been paid. 
It was learned lo.tor that Mrs. 


Urschel had paid without hesita- 
tion the entire amount of the ran- 
som demanded. 


Seelingson refused to reveal the 
amount or details of the negotla- 
tlnhs, saying simply: 


"The ransom was paid." 
Urschel met with the press on 


the sunporch of his mansion, the 
spot where the kidnapers seized 
him as he was enjoying a quiet 
bridge game with Mrs. Urschel 
and Mr. and Mrs. W.,R. Jarrott.

Some pertinent facts about the 
wage - railing, hour - shortening 
agreement* that go Into effect to- 
day for retailers and foodstuffs 
dealers: 


Cue agreement applies to the 
grocery and food business, the 
other to furniture, hardware, de- 
partment store, specialty shops, 
mall order, clothing, shoe and dry 
goods retailers. 
Both contain stipulations that 


replace provisions embodied in the 
general 
agreement 
offered 
by 


President Roosevelt to all employ- 
ers. These new stipulations, to- 
gether with original provisions not 
supplanted, became effective until 
final codes may be studied and 
promulgated. 


The retailers code provides: 
A 40-hour week, expanded to 48 


for Inventories, 
pre-holldays 
or 
other peaks if the 48-hour service 
Is net demanded more than three 
weeks out of each six months. 


A 48-hour week, or longer, for 


professional, maintenance, delivery 
and outside salesmen employes, or 
executives making more than $35. 
a week, If these are, paid time and 
a third for all over 48-hours. 


Weekly* minimum wage* of $14 


in cities over 800,000 population, 
$13.80 in cities of 109,000 to 500,000 
and $13 In others down to 2.600. 
($1 a week less In Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, District of Co- 
lumbia, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Okla- 
homa, and Texas because of lower 
living costs.)
